Science is Now Able to 
Aid Youth in Choosing 
Life Work.

CHICAGO, March 30.——Science 
is making rapid strides in perfect- 


ing means of informing boys and 
girls how their talents trend and 
slong what lines their paths of 
success will lie, according to an 
announcement from Northwestern 
University today ‘telling of mental 
alertness and vocational tests that 
have been made. 

As the result of one test, an 

Orchestra of twenty boys and girls 
from the public schools of 
Evanston, a suburb. has been 
formed. The pupils were selected 
by means of machines for detect- 
ing their musical ability. 
+ Special instruments recorded 
rapidity of motion, pitch, apprecia- 
tion of harmony, visual and audi- 
tory reactions to a fine degree, the 
announcement stated. One sim- 
ple instrument to determine the 
time between the receipt of a 
stimulus to action and the ensuing 
action itself was the invention of 
Dr. Walt Dill Scott, president 
of the university, it was said. Prof. 
Osbourn McConathy and Elmer E. 
Jones have perfected some of the 
means used and they assert that 
the psychological tests which have 
been given indicate the great ad- 
vance toward predetermination of 
vocational inclination. 

“The day is coming.” President 
Scott said, “when by mental alert- 
ness and vocational tests of this 
type, the boy and girl will be able 
to learn before they have finished

Not a single vote was cast against 
the Far-Kastern treaty, drawn to 
guarantee a new bill of rights to 
China, and there was but one dis- 
senting voice when the constitu- 
tional “advice and consent” was 
given to the pact for revision of tho 
Chinese tariff. The totals. re- 
s tively, were 66 to © and 68 
to 1 


LEADERS SURPRISED. 
The momentum with which the 
ratification program was swept to 
a conclusion exceeded the expecta- 
tions of the administration leaders, 
who had not Roped to end the de- 
bate before tomorrow night. by 
the day's accomplishment the Sen- 
ate set a new record for action. 
four far-reaching international 
covenants having been ‘ratified 
within two days and six within the 
lust week. 

Virtually no difference of opin- 
ion developed over the Far-East- 
ern treaty, although Senator Bo- 
rah, Republican, Idaho, expressed 
a fear that it and the other Far- 
Kastern settlements of the Arms 
Conference might be interpreted in 
years to come as giving moral as- 
sent to all the acts of aggression 
that have been committed in the 
past in the Orient. He was among 
those, however, who cast their 
votes for ratification. 

Over the tariff treaty several 
sharp exchanges took place, with 
Senator Hitchcock * of Nebraska, 
senior Democrat of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, and Senator 
King. Democrat, Utah, leading in 
criticism of American participation 
in the fixing of Chinese customs 
schedules. Senator King cast the 
only negative vote on the ratifica- 
tion roll call and Senator Hitchcock 
left the chamber and did not vote. 


UNDERWOOD DEFENDER. .. 


Tn defense of the treaty, Senator 
Underwood of Alabama, Democrat- 
ic leader and a delegate to the 
Arms Conference, declared all the 
powers already were involved in 
treaties stipulating China’s tariff 
schedule and now were acting to- 
gether to ameliorate the situation 
so far as practicable. 

Final Senate action on the treat- 
ies brought to an end a determined 
campaign of the administration 
leaders which has kept the Senate 
in recess from day to day for 
weeks, and has virtually prevented 
transaction of legislative business 
since debate began on the Yap 
treaty on February 21. Most of 
this period was taken up with the 
fight over the four-power pact, and 
since its ratification last Friday the 
obtacles in the pathway of quick 
completion of th administration 
Program faded hourly. 

A compilation of the results of 
the seven ratification roll calls 
show that on five of the seven 
treaties the Senate acted with vir- 
tual unanimity. The votes follow: 

Yap treaty, 67 to 22; four-power 
treaty, 67 to 27: supplemental four- 
power treaty, 65 to 0: naval limi- 
tation treaty; 74 to 1: submarine 
and noxious gas treaty: 71 to 0: 
Far Eastern treaty, 66 to 0: Chinese 
tariff treaty, 58 to 1. 


‘TARIFF TREATY TERMS. 

The terms of the Chinese tariff 
treaty, which provides for revision 
of the Chinese customs system by 
an international commission, were 
explained by Senator Underwood, 
who was chairman of the Arms Con- 
ference committee that drafted the 
pact. He said it would greatly in- 
crease Chinese revenues and thus 
aid toward rehabilitation of the 
Chinese republic.

Secretary Davis made it clear

Nolan of California, of the House 
committee, failed in an eleventh- 
hour effort to avert the strike when 
Senator Borah of Idaho, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee 
on labor, declined to join 
with him in seeking a con- 
ference with President Harding 
tonight to see if some means could 
not be found to prevent the strike. 


INDUSTRY ON TRAAL. 

“As the strike in the bituminous 
coal industry is inevitable,” said 
Secretary Davis in the conclusion 
of a long explanation of the si- 
vation, “the industry is squarely 
on trial before the public.

It is enly 
a slight deviation from the regular 
stride, and aids the runner in that 
the shoulder is thrown well for- 
ward with the arm as the runner 
comes into the tape. The gain is 
a matter of six inches or more, or 
the difference between the chest 
straight to the tape or the shoulder 
leaning into the finish string. This 
help in the finish can be easily 
recognized by assuming first a po- 
sition where the chest against 
the string. and then second by 
turning until the shoulder pushes 
the string inches out. Morris 
Kirksey always uses this method. 


LUNGE FINISH. 

The other finish is an old, old 
way of approaching the tape, and 
was successfully employed by Ber- 
nie Wefers in the latter part of the 
eighteen hundreds, when he was 
breaking records right and left. It 
is known as the lunge finish. The 

ew York Athietic Club boys use 
it to this day, and Wefers still 
coaches that style. Murchison used 
it in the national championships 
two years ago, and with great ef- 
fect againét Jack Sholtz, who real- 
ly was nearer the tape than he, in 
the fi yard. Murchison throws 
one ad back, and the other for- 
ward, hitting the string with his 
side. Greater momentum is gained 
by the lunge than the shrug, for 
the réason that in the former. fin- 
ish the motion of the arms dis- 
L\tinctly aide the momentum, and 
places the body on _ a falling angle. 
| Some runners, However, use the 
lunge with both arms back, which 
i throws the chest far forward, but 
has a tendency to cut down the 
stride.

000,000. As soon as the new plan 
of totaling bank debits is suf- 
ficiently advanced to be compiled 
on a monthly basis, the showing 
of this city in relation to other 
municipalities of the first class 
will be considerably strengthened. 
Bank clearing totals throughout 
the country are growing, but at 
the ratio developed for March 
Los Angeles has little fear of be- 


jing ousted from her leadership. 


WHAT DOES NORMAD MEAN. 

Investors and dealers alike find 
much satisfaction in discussing 
the beating back to norma! in the 
bond market, but not all of these 
know just what they mean.

BUSINESS NEWS. 


Call of Spring Brings New Life to Trade; Failures 


ecrease; Conditions Improve. 


That the approach of spring is 
already exerting the stimulus of 
recurrent hopefulness in the va- 
rious trades and industries is the 
keynote of recent eastern financial! 
commentaries, The stirring of new 
life is evident in the ordinary job- 
bing trades, in iron and steel and in 
building construction. All the re- 
ports indicate a general improve- 
ment in business with an increased 
stability in underlying conditions. 

The feature of the present recov- 
ery that is attracting most atten- 
tion is the nation-wide activity in 
building operations, which has al- 
most taken on the proportions of 
a real boom. The recovery in this 
line has a wide influence on gen- 
eral conditions as the building in- 
dustry is second only to agricul- 
ture and many million workmen 
are directly and indirectly depen- 
ent on it. 

Building activity is still handi- 
capped by high costs, but the pres- 
ent large ratio of dwelling con- 
struction is being maintained be- 
cause the housing shortage com- 
pels it, even on the basis of un- 
economical investments. However, 
many observers point out that 
building operations cannot continue 
indefinitely under these conditions. 
On the whole, labor costs in the 
building field are not greatly re- 
duced from their maximum and it 
is in this direction that fundamen- 


' 


tal correction must be made, they 
say. Increased, building material 
prices are predicted by the Harvard 
economic service. 

The number of business failures 
showed a substantial decrease in 
February and, allowing for sea- 
sonal influences, this is the first 
decrease in failures since last May, 
when the abrupt declire in com- 
modity prices ceased.

foreign trade, which in our exports 
fell to the smallest value of any 
month since the middle of 1915 
and our surplus of exports to the 
lowest since the war began, is full 
of interest. As compared with 
1921, last month's total exports 
have been shown to have de- 
creased $236,000,000; today’s 
Classification shows that the ship- 
ments to Europe alone decreased 
$126,500,000. Nor is this all; 
for whereas our total imports in- 
creased $2,500,000 over last year, 


the importations from Europe 
alone increased $16,800,000. In 
our trade with the whole of 


Europe during February, the sur- 
plus of exports over imports fell 
from $183,900,000 in 1921, to 
$57,400,000 in 1922. The iast 
named figure becomes. somewhat 
impressive when one finds from 
the record that our export surplus 
to that continent in February, 
1912, was $62,900,000. 

Excess of exports in our trade 
last month with England was 
$26,800,000; it was $29,700,000 in 
February, 1912. With France the 
export surplus is shown to have 
been $4,200,000 as against $3,400,- 
009.in 1912; with Italy $2,400,900 
against $2,300,000 tn 1913. These 
comparisons are impressive. On 
the one hand they go far towards 
accounting for the recent great 
rise in our exchange rates against 
Europe; on the other hand they 
indicate something like a mile- 
stone in the effort of our recent 
allies to reduce thelr accumulated 
trade indebtedness to the United 
States and rectify their interna- 
tional economic position. 

How the balance actually stands 
as between these countries and 
ourselves may be still better 
judged by reference to the govern- 
ment’s recent report on our Febru- 
ary gold imports, of which 
$8,300,000 came from England, 
$1,400,000 from France, and $23,- 
700,000 from the whole of Europe. 
Considering also the known pur- 
chases of English and French 
securities by American investors,

NEW YORK, March 30.—A na- 
tion-wide investigation of unem- 
ployment in the United States, as 
affected by the business cycle, its 
being made by the National Bureau 
of Economic Research. 

This inquiry is defined as an en- 
dGeavor to reduce economic waste, 


to increase production: and to 
formulate a comprehensive policy 
and program for the better con- 
trol of. the factors in business and 
industry hitherto left largely to 
chance, 

CAUSES SOUGHT. 


Tt fs expected that, together 
with the companion inquiry on 
seasonal unemployment, which will 
follow, it will disclose definitely 
the causes, trends distribu- 
tion of unemployment. 

Wesley Clale Mitchell, the 
bureau's director of research, is 
conducting the inquiry under the 
Afuspices of the standing commit- 
tee, which was left in being by 
the President's conference on un- 
employment, and of which Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover is chair- 
man. 

On the basis of the informa- 
tion obtained, the committee hopes 
to recommend a concrete policy 
and program of control to dis- 
Place temporary palliatives and 
emergency measures in dealing 
with the unemployment problem 
in this country. 

The whole movement, the 
bureau says, has the co-operation 
of numerous

LESSON No. 1. 
BY V. H. BENNIOFT. 

The art of radio has advanced 
to such a degree at present that 
a thorough understanding of the 
underlying principles would re- 
quire years of extensive study in 
mathematics, physics and  elec- 
tricity. However. it is possible for 
the average person to acquire suffi- 
cient familiarity with the basic 
principles and methods of opera- 
tion to enable him to pick up the 
broadcasts, which are now being 
sent out daily in all paris of the 
United States. 

Our purpose in thie column ise 
to give the readers of The Times 
just such knowledge, so that by 
reading the daily lessons anyone 
will find himself able to set up 
and operate intelligently any of 
the standard makes of radio re- 
ceivers found on the market today. 
We shal! begin with the most sim- 
ple considerations and by graded 
steps shall lead up to the more 
complex methods and instruments, 
such as the audion bulb amplifier 
and loud speaker. 


SIMPLE RADIO TRANSMITTER. 
The simplest method of send- 


ing out radio messages is by means 
of the spark coil transmitter. This 
is composed of (1) a wire or 
group of wires elevated from the 
earth, known as an antenna: (2) a 
wire leading to a water pipe or 
other buried metal structure, usu- 
ally called the ground; (3) a epark 
coll such as one finds in every 
Ford; (4) a battery for furnish- 
ing energy to the spark coll: (5) 
a key for signaling by breaking 
the battery circuit, and (6) a spark

the key. current from the battery 
flows into the primary circuit of 
the spark coil and causes 
the vibrator to be set in action. 
At each click of the vibrator «a 
high voltage appearsatthe second- 
ary terminals s ands, of the 
coils. This voltage is carried over 
to the antenna and — by 
means of wires 1 and | 2, so that 
when the antenna becomes 
charged sufficiently it discharges 
through the gap to the ground. 
causing a spark to appear between 
the ends of the two wires. It has 
been. found that che spark is not 
the result of a single discharge 
from antenna te ground, but a 
series of discharges alternately 
from antenna to ground and then 
ground te antenna. The first dis- 
charge over-reaches itself. as it 
and hence the electricity 
surges back from the ground to 
the antenna. This charges the an- 
tenna again and this process may 
be repeated as many as ten times 
before the energy is dissipated. 
These surges back and forth from 
antenna to ground are so rapid 
that the time required for ten of 
them is less than one-hundred- 
thousandth of a second which 
means that if they did not die 
out, there would be a million oa- 
cillations in a second. These os- 
cillations produce a magnetic field 
of varying etrength which moves 
out in all directions the 
antenna with the speed of 186,300 
miles per second. This moving 
field is known as an electromag- 
netic or radio wave. The frequency 
of the wave is the number of 
surges in the antenna which 
would take place tn one second if 
they did not die out. As I have 
just stated, the frequency of the 
wave given out by our simple 
transmitter would about 1,000,- 
000 cycles per second. What is 
known as wavelength refers to 
the distance between two consecu- 
tive crests or .roughs of the wave. 
It is obtained by dividing the 
speed of the wave by its frequency 
and this is equivalent to dividing 
the distance the wave travels in a 
second by the number of waves 
given out during that time. Thus 
the wavelength given out by 
simple transmitter would be 
186,300 divided by 1,000,000 equals 
three-tenthe of a milé or about 
800 feet. In radio it is customary 
to express wavelength in meters 
that our wave would be 300 
eters. As these waves strike 
antenna they set up elec- 
trical currents which may be made 
to operate the recei\ing  tele- 
phones. We shall describe how 
this is possible in tomorrow's 
lesson.

Pastor at Noon Lenten 
Service Shows Danger of 


Too Much Liberty. 


Danger may lurk In too much 
liberty for those who are not self- 
disciplined, since true freedom 
consists in obedience to authority 
and the divine laws, according to 
the opinion expreased yesterday by 
Rev. Mark Rifenbark, rector of St. 
Paul'e Church of Salt Lake City, 
speakin~ at the noon Lénten serv- 
ic@ at the Morosco Theater. 

“Tt is ible for individualism 
to run riot tunder a democratic 
form of government,” said Mr. 

“We Americans right- 
fully rejoice in our libertr, but it 
will be well for us to pause at 
times and remember that freedom 
is consistent only with  self-dis- 
cipline and obedience to the Author 
of our being, and His laws.”

HOLDS BEQUEST TOO LARGE. 


Justice Weller held that this 
was a bequest to charity in ex- 
cess of two-thirds of the estate, 
prohibited in law, and to that ex- 
tent the trust was void. He said 
that if this excess should go to 
Van Griffith, the State desired to 
levy an inheritance tax on it. 

At this point, Maj. Jones, attor- 
ney for the Security Trust and 
Savings Bank, executor under the 
will, introduced a letter, signed by 
Van Griffith, during hie father's 
lifetime, waiving any share in the 
estate other thar: the $100,000 
given him under the will.
